President Stirs Specula- 
tion by Statement at 
Laying of Cornerstone 
of Jefferson Memorial. 


By RICHARD L. TURNER. 

‘WASHINGTON, Nov. 15.—(?)— 
President Roosevelt: started an- 
other flurry of spectilation about 
the third-term question today by 
an off-hand remark with which he 
prefaced an address at the laying 
of the cornerstone of the Thomas 
Jefferson memorial. 

“This is the second occasion on 
which I ‘have had the privilege of 
coming in an official capacity to 
this site,” he said, “and I hope by 
January, 1941, I shall be able to 
come to the final dedication of the 
memorial itself.” 

Term Expires. 

Mr. Roosevelt’s present term 
expires on the 20th of the month 
he mentioned and the dedication is 
scheduled for that month. 

Whether his statement was a re- 
iteration of the hope previously 
expressed, that he may retire from 
public life on that date, was the 
question that -# raised. 

If the statement was applicable 
to the third-term question—and 
men in Mr. Roosevelt’s position do 
not lightly make assertions which 
contain political connotations—it 
may have meant that the Presi- 
dent does not expect to run again. 

But, at most, it was far from 
definite: and left the third-term 
question still unanswered... How- 


mendous bearing upon the current 
political situation, that any dim 
light which may be cast upon it 
is considered of high importance 
in Washington. 

The President spoke beneath a 
cloudless November sky, his 
speaker’s platform framed in der- 
ricks and guy wires. A few hun- 
dred persons were present, stand- 
ing*below the President on a rough

“It was in the field of political 
philosophy that Jefferson’s signif- 
icance is transcendant,” the Pres- 
ident said. 

Average Opinion Best. 

“He lived as we live in the 
midst of a struggle between rule 
by the self-chosen individual or 
the self-appointed few, and rule 
by the franchise and ‘approval of 
the many. He believed as we do 
that the average opinion of man- 
kind is, in the long run, superior 
to the dictates of the self-chosen: 

“During all the years that have 
followed Thomas Jefferson, the 
United States has expanded his 
philosophy into a greater achieve- 


ment of security of the nation, se- 
curity of the individual and na- 


ofthe world.: 

“Tt may be that the conflict be- 
tween the two forms of philosophy 
will continue for’ centuries to 
come, but’we in the United States 
are more than ever satisfied with 
the. republican form of govern- 
ment based on regularly recur- 
ring opportunities to our citizens 
to choose their leaders for them- 
selves.”

the Marquess of Lothian, British 
ambassador to the United States 
who spoke at the Golden Jubilee 
at Barnard College in New York. 

Last night Cooper said, “There 
can be no liberty without order. 
Everyone in a free society must 
give up certain petty privileges in 
exchange for his own protection 
and that of those about him. Each 
must submit to the rule of law. 
Failure to do so would result in 
anarchy—the law of the jungle. 

“Just so must the nations of 
Europe give up certain of their 
lesser rights and privileges if they 
want to survive. And the time is 
coming when a union of nations 
in Europe will be established. I 
believe that union will succeed 
because at its base is the good 
sense and high ideals of the wae 
world.” 

British Ambassador. 

The British ambassador, speak- 
ing at Barnard, had said, “The 
state is the institution which’ ends 
wars within its own boundaries, 
and interstate wars will only end 
when we are able to establish 
the principle of the state in some 
new and wider form than has 
even yet been successfully at- 
tempted.” 

Cooper, when questioned about 
his own advocation of a united 
Europe, said he was unaware of 
the statement made by Lord 
Lothian and that they had never 
discussed such a subject together. 

The former first lord of the ad- 


Versailles as the “noblest treaty to 
which the statesmen of the world 
have ever set their hands.” It 
was a good treaty, he said, made 
by right-thinking, upstanding and 
honest statesmen. 

“That treaty,” he declared, “rep- 
resented a genuine effort to pro- 
mote liberty, self-determination 
and the settlement of disputes by 
arbitration—and the end of war. 
It is the first treaty in history 
which attempted these things. The 
reparations clauses were a grave 
mistaké, but the League of Nations 
idea which was embodied in the 
treaty was the first step in the 
right direction. That the League 
failed is the great tragedy of mod- 
ern times.” 

Cooper sounded an ominous 
warning to people of the United 
States, saying to allow nothing to 
curtail freedom of speech and of 
the press, declaring that in the 
past year in a series of syndicated 
newspaper articles which he wrote 
he pointed out it was increasingly 
difficult for him to write stories 
acceptable in Norway, Sweden, 
Denmark, Greece, Finland, Ru- 
mania and Bulgaria. Publication of 
material which criticized: the Ger- 
man government, he said, was not 
likely to be printed in those coun- 
tries, and, for this reason, many of 
the things which he wanted to say 
never were published. 

He said that the hope of the 
world depends on the combined 
action of Great Britain, France and 
the United States, in preserving

Advocates ‘American Way’; 
Hits Government Aid to

ATHENS, Ga., Nov. 15.—(/)—

madge declared tonight Georgia’s 
educational system was one of ‘the 
finest in America and not at the 
statistical bottom as some educa-~ 
tors believe.

chief executive spoke before the 
Phi Kappa Literary Society which, 
in 1935, took his portrait from the 
walls of its hall after a bitter de- 
bate among the members. 

Advocating a return to the 
“American way,” Talmadge criti- 
cized what he described as gov- 
ernment support for 40,000,000 
persons. 

“The American way has built 
the greatest country on earth, 
founded on the principle that the 
least governed are the best gov- 
erned,” he said. 

“The greatest task for the Geor- 
gia government,” he added, “is to 
find a place for college graduates 
by bringing industries to the 
state,” 

He advocated making “this 
country the star of Bethlehem in 
the west, showing the world that 
Christian democracy can succeed.”

have to spend hours daily in such firetraps as 
the wooden portables that have for so long 
served at Murphy and Maddox Junior High 
schools, when there are such disgraceful make- 
ts as those in use at Capitol View and Sylvan 
Hills elementary schools ‘and at other schools 
for white and for negro children, there exists 
an urgency of need that should bring shame to 
the hearts of all civic-minded citizens. 

Undoubtedly there is critical need for im- 
provements at other public institutions of the 
city, hospitals, etc., but there is nothing which 
eries aloud so emphatically as the needs of the 
schools. The safety of children. should be the 
first duty of every citizen and, only second to 
that responsibility of any civilized. community, 
comes the provision of the finest possible edu- 
cational opportunities for those children. 

It has been announced that a $5,000,000 
bond issue will be submitted to the voters, by 


‘referendum, next spring... This sum includes 


items for the schools and for other improve- 


ments. It is tentatively suggested that the pro-' 
posal be submitted in itemized form, so each’ 


voter can approve each project separately. 
Thus, if one item arouses his opposition, he can 
so vote without endangering the success of the 
entire bond issue. 

A proposed bond issue failed, by lack of 
sufficient voters, of approval in 1938. Under 
the law bonds can only be voted if those in favor 
total more than half the registered voters of the 
city and more than two-thirds of those casting 
ballots. In 1938 the-bonds secured the requisite 
two-thirds majority by a wide margin, but fail- 
ed to gain one-half of the registered voters 
support. This, undoubtedly, was due to apathy, 
to those who failed to go to the polls at all, 
rather than to active opposition. 

If the same: result is not to recur next 
spring, it will be necessary to conduct an in- 
tensive campaign to bring all voters to the 
ballot booths when election day arrives.. The 
first step in such a campaign should be the 
gaining of public confidence in those who, once 
the bonds are issued, will be responsible for the 
spending of the money and for supervision of 
the projects to be built. 

Undoubtedly most opposition to bonds, in the 
past, has arisen out of mistrust of the use of 
the money once it has been secured. Nine- 
teriths of the voters are willing, nay anxious, 
to see such disgraceful conditions as those at 
many of the schools ended. But they want to 
feel sure that there will be no waste of tax- 
‘payers money.

It is a shocking commentary upon the ad- 


ministration of public affairs anywhere when . 


the cause of education is so restricted as to 
necessary funds that school doors must be 
closed and children denied their fundamental 
right to equal opportunity for education. When 
that condition exists in a city with such a school 
record as is Toledo’s, the condition is more 
startling than in less favored centers and one 
which should bring the blush of shame and 
realization of inefficiency to the officials and 
the people responsible for such a state of af- 
fairs.

COUGHLIN AND THE CHURCH The Pope’s words are all 
the more important, be- 

cause they come at a time when Father Coughlin’s radio activities 
seriously threatened by the new’ code of the National Associa- 
tion of Broadcasters. The code prohibits the sale of radio time to 
persons like Coughlin, who wish to buy it for the discussion of 


controversial subjects. It is currently in jeopardy because of pres- - 


sure from Coughlinites on member stations of the broadcasters’ 
association. 

_ Hitherto, Coughlin has gained great strength because a compara- 
tively small and quite unrepresentative element in the Catholic hier- 
archy has seemed to approve his doings. For example, when the 
New York radio station, WMCA, refused to carry Coughlin’s broad- 
casts, an ostensibly Catholic organization took a leading -part in 
promoting a boycott. As the hierarchy as a whole is very wise as 
well as very strong, all really influential prelates of the church have 
been deeply disturbed by Coughiim. Now that the Pope has spoken, 
they will be better able to bring their influence to bear. _ 


AT THE FCC It may be that this new development will save

Out of Jobs. ment apart. It 
does appear to have been a terri- 
ble police force and, incidentally, 
typical of the police work in so 
many minor league cities where 
cops are political appointees and 
neither intelligence, training nor 
aptitude is considered. Maverick 
got together a board, and 68 cops 
out of the 248 were fired. He says 
that in the I. Q. tests the marks 
actually hit zero in seven or eight 
cases, that the head of one im- 
portant squad scored only five and 
that the other men who were dis- 
missed scored between 35 and 85. 
The average age of those who were 
fired, or, if you prefer a nicer 
word, retired, was above 60 years, 
and this would be a good place to 
consider why the word “retired” 
is the bunk in these cases and 
why:so many old men were still 
hanging around. They aren’t ac- 
tually retired at all, because re- 
tirement ordinarily implies a pen- 
sion. The pension plan of the San 
Antonio police department fell 
apart a long time ago, because it 
was unworkable from the begin- 
‘ning and the old cops had been al- 
lowed to stay on because there 
were no pensions for them. There 
are-no pensions for them now. 
They are just old men tossed out 
of their jobs. 

Maverick’s new deal follows the 
pattern of Mr. Roosevelt’s. He 
brought in a bright young college- 
taught police executive named 
Ray Ashworth, a damned Yankee, 
what’s worse, and made him chief, 
and Ashworth set up a police aca- 
demy in which a lot of young, 
snappy cadets studied radio, fin- 
ger-printing, evidence; in all, a 
compact paraph~ase or gist of the 
modern stuff that Edgar Hoover's 
men learn in Washington. 


Ashworth is a pic- 
ew i ture-cop of the new 
Cop. type, a great big, 
lean, athletic fellow about 34, with 
} huge hands, the neck of a wrestler 
and a magazine-cover profile. He 
played football and basketball in 
some Quaker school, the name of 
which is lost somewhere among 
my notes, and learned police work 
in Wichita. 

Wichita, it appears, has an al- 
most perfect police department. 
This was news to me, too. After- 
wards, Ashworth lectured on po- 
lice work, particularly traffic, at 
Northwestern University and had 
a job organizing street safety sys- 
tems in’ various cities as an itine- 
rant expert. His new job calls for 
courage, not merely of the physi- 
cal kind, which is expected of all 
cops, because obviously a Yankee 
would be subject. to prejudice in 
San Antonio, and, moreover, the 
resentment against Maverick’s 
treatment of the political cops who 
were fired or demoted runs against 
him. Sas 

But you see the similarity of 
Maverick’s method to President 
Roosevelt’s. Like the President, he 
goes out of his way to humiliate 
those whom he has defeated and 
he can’t resist the temptation to 
pop off with unnecessary rough 
remarks which hit whole groups 
of elements of the population and 
their loyalty. Like Mr. Roosevelt, 
he has a subtle way of suggesting 
that “respectability,” as the term 
has always been understood by 
Americans, is in some way preda- 
tory and disreputable. 

Although, as I said, this is just 
a local political fight, I think I 
will dish it again tomorrow, be- 
cause Maverick is a news maker 
and his involvement in the story 
has blown it up.

Wheeler Seeks To Place Re- 
sponsibility for ‘Top- 
Heavy’ -Boats. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 15.—(P)— 
Senator Wheeler, Democrat, Mon- 
tana, demanded today a congres- 
sional ‘investigation to place re- 
sponsibility for the construction of 
what he called “top-heavy” de- 
stroyers for the United States navy.

the high seas. 

He disclosed that while studying 
the developments of the European 
war, the navy’s general board is 
holding up a final decision on the 
design of two cruisers for which 
congress already has appropriated 
money. The ships are the Colum- 
bia and Cleveland. 

“We think better warship types 
are possible,” he said in comment- 
ing on the raiding Nazi warships. 
Two of German’s three hybrid 
“pocket battleships” have been 
worrying the British and French 
because they are too powerful for 
cruisers and too fast for virtually 
all battleships.”

Though Miss Shepperson’s resig- 
nation had been rumored often in 
the last year, its confirmation by 
The Constitution came as a sur- 
prise to many of her office asso- 
ciates. 

Her move climaxes more than 
11 years work in Georgia. She 
came here in 1928 as director of 
the children’s bureau.of the state 
department of public welfare, and 
remained in that position until 
1931 when she was named execu- 
tive secretary of the welfare de- 
partment. 


In 1933 she was appointed ex- 
ecutive secretary of the Georgia 
Emergency Relief Commission, a 
state body that administered fed- 
eral relief funds. In November 
15 of the same year, she was 
named executive secretary of the 
GERC’s successor, the Civil Works 
Administration, and in January, 
1934, state administrator of the 
CWA’s successor, the Federal 
Emergency Relief Administration. 
In May, 1935, she was named state 
administrator of the Works Prog- 
ress Administration, and held the 
job ‘through’ the various ups and 
downs of the agency through its 
recent emergence as the Works 
Projects Administration. 


One of her most outstanding 
contributions to the state has been 
her work as president and chair- 
man of the board of the Pine 
Mountain Valley Rural Commu- 
ity Corporation, probably Amer- 
ica’s most successful example of 
rural resettlement and rehabilita- 
tion work. 
Native of Virginia. 

Born in Charlotte county, Vir- 
ginia, she was educated at Miss 
Ellett’s in Richmond; the Virginia 
State Teachers’ College and the 


New York School of Social Work. 
Returning to Virginia, she taught 
school for six years, the majority 
of the time in the high schools of 
Richmond. Resigning her teacher’s 
positions, she spent the three and 
a half years before the World War 
with the Associated Charities in 
Washington, and then went to 
work with the War Department. 

In 1920, 1921 and 1922, Miss 
Shepperson was with the Red 
Cross—as field representative with 
headquarters in New Orleans and 
as organizer of child health clinics 
in the Baltic states. 

Social Survey. 

Later she made a social survey 
of Rochester, N. Y., and Chatta- 
nooga for the Child Welfare 
League of America, and in 1923 
organized the children’s bureau of 
the Virginia State Department of 
Public Welfare, which she headed 
until she came to Georgia. 

Recently named vice chairman 
of the committee of public welfare 
of the National Conference of So- 
cial Workers, Miss Shepperson is 
a former president of the Georgia 
Conference of Social Workers, and 
is an active or former committee 
meber of the following organiza- 
tion; The American Public Wel- 
fare Association; Child’ Welfare 
League of America; American As- 
sociation of Social Workers; Na- 
tional Conference of Social Work, 
and the Family Welfare Associa- 
tion of America.

“T was touched very deeply by 
the book and for days after I fin- 
ished reading it I did a great deal 
more worrying about the people 
in the novel than I did about my 
‘own family,” she admitted with a 
laugh. 

She was not particularly pleas- 
ed with the choice of an English 
actress for Scarlett. “Surely, there 
are enough American girls to find 
the perfect one for the part. But 
I suppose that is just another 
illustration of the peculiar way 
Hollywood does things. They get 
an American to play Queen Eliz- 
abeth and make an English girl 
into an America.” 


As an actress, Lady Diana was 
particaularly concerned about the 
accent to be use by Vivien Leigh 
in the film. The visitor realized 
the importance of accent even 
more than the ordinary person. “I 
just hope they don’t make her talk 
like most supposedly southern 
people which we have heard in the 
movies,” she said. 


_ Lady Diana is very much con- 
cerned about her homeland. She has 
England constantly in her mind. 
“We were very sad when we left 
England,” she said, “but yet we 
were rather relieved. We fhought 
for a time we would have to can- 
cel the tour, but we found that 
we could get passage on the Man- 
hattan and so we came along. I 
thought I should be frightened to 
death the entire voyage, but after 
we got on the seas and had flood- 
lights turned on the Stars and 
Stripes which were painted all 
over the boat we were comforted 
very much.” 

“It was so different from our 
own ships which are painted such 
an ugly gray. Our once beautiful 
ships now look like lepers, dis- 
eased beyond recognition. Our 
whole country looks the samé 
way. There are sandbags every- 
where, no bright colors and no 
light at all after 4 o’clock in the 
afternoon. It gives one a peculiar 
‘feeling to see grass beginning to 
grow out of the sandbags. It is so 
much like England itself. -Life is 


going on, though, under tremen- 
dous difficulties.”

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DAHLONEGA MINE 
YIELDS RICH VEIN 


Continued From First Page. 


which yielded $340,000,000 in gold 
between 1859 and 1890. 

There was a time when Dah- 
lonega was one of the gold-mining 
centers of America. The precious 
metal poured from the earth in 
such quantities that a United 
States mint was established there 
in 1838. The old-timers remember 
“back when,” but they are not 
convinced, however, that history 
is repeating itself in the new dis- 
covery. They turn the pieces of 
ore over in their hands, scratch 
their heads and say, “It looks 
pretty good.” But they are biding 
their time. These north Georgia 
mountaineers are not excitable. 


Discoverer Enthusiastic. 


On the other hand, Major 
Graham Dugas, a veteran miner 
who has. been searching the hills 
for gold for the past 15 years, is 
enthusiastic and thinks that at last 
he has hit the “real pay dirt.” He 
is heading the operations in the 
century-old mine and takes pride 
in exhibiting pans.of the valuable 
ore which he says averages around 
$300 to the 12-pound pan. 

The discovery will not attract 
prospectors and create another 
gold rush, however. It is adapted 
only to modern mining methods. 


Dugas says large-scale operations 
will begin within the next few 


weeks. 

With the same gusto Dugas 
takes you down into the mine, a 
gaping hole which runs 150 feet 
back into the side of a mountain. 
He points to the yellow vein, 
which is two to three inches wide. 
and exclaims that there is no tell- 
how far back it goes. 

Some Are Half-Gold., 

He picks up pieces of ore, holds 
them out and tells you that he has 
removed similar pieces that are 
one-half gold. But he will not say 
how much of the precious meta] 
he has placed in bank vaults. 

Two guards—sometimes three— 
stand at thé entrance of the shaft 
with shotguns in their hands, lest 
unwelcome visitors find their way 
into the mine and escape with 
some of the valuable ore. The 
guards are at their posts night and 
day. 

As an exhibition, Dugas had two 
of his men place dynamite in the 
rock and blast the ore. This often 
liberates Jarge quantities of gold. 
He estimated that a few days ago 
as much as $15,000 worth of the 
yellow metal was lying around on 
the floor of the shaft. This ex- 
plains, he said, why he must take 
such great precautions against in- 
truders. 

Equipment Ordered. 

The veteran miner said he had 
ordered a machine for crushing 
the ore and added he expected it 
to arrive in about 10 days. 

Senator John C. Calhoun, the 
famous South Carolina orator and 
statesman, was the first to op- 
erate the mine back about 1828 
or 1830. He used some of his 
slaves in the operations. He came 
into possession of the property 
through a land grant, and it has 
changed hands only four times. 

Even today as you walk through 
the dark, yawning cavern you can 
see large overhanging timbers 
which Dugas said were placed in 
the mine by Calhoun’s men. 

Dugas, who is a former repre- 
sentative from White county, said 
he discovered the rich vein in at- 
tempting to go below the old Cal- 
houn “shoot.” He added, how- 
ever, that it was not “entirely by 
rchance” that he came upon the 
vein. He was expecting to find 
something, he said. 

State Geologist. Optimistic. 

State Geologist Garland Peyton 
has visited the mine and is opti- 
mistic about its possibilities. He 
conservatively estimated that the 
ore would yield approximately 
$60,000 in gold per ton, and de- 
scribed the vein as the richest he 
had seen in Georgia in 25 years. 

Peyton added his warning that 
the strike should not create a gold 
rush or stampede, since land 
in the Dahlonega area is under 
private ownership. making “claim 
staking” impossible. | 

He went on to say, however, 
that the discovery “indicates quite 
clearly that all of the gold has 
not been taken out of the Georgia 
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Constitution Staff 

For years the famous Calhoun mine near Dahlonega has gone unguarded, but since the discov- 
ery of a new gold strike two guards are on duty with shotguns to keep out intruders. The mine is 
situated three and one-half miles south of Dahlonega.

Going into the technical angles 
of his “find,” Dugas said all gold 
veins are found 35 to 40 degrees 
east of north, except in the ex- 
ceptionally valuable fissures, 
which are 70 degrees east of north. 
The Dahlongea mine, he said, is 
72 degrees. 

Decidedly on the conservative | 
side, however, is Joseph B. Town- 
send, miner-publisher of « the 
weekly Dahlonega Nugget. He 
said: 

“There’ve been lots of ‘pockets’ 
found in these old mines. I’ve had 
a few little ones myself. This one 
sounds pretty good and I think 
I’ll go over tomorrow and have a 
look at it.” , 

Dugas said he had a 20-year 
lease on the mine property and 
declared he owned a 90 per cent 
interest in it. Several Atlantans 
are also reported interested in the 
project. 

Fifty years ago there were ap- 
proximately 3 mines operated in 
the Dahlonega region, yielding an 
estimated $1,000,000 annually. 
Since that time many hopeful 
prospectors have taken their picks 
and shovels and roamed _ the 
mountins in hope of finding their 
pot of gold. 

Dahlonega takes its name from 
an Indian word “Talonega” mean- 
ing yellow or gold, and no doubt 
the optimistic will continue to 
delve into the earth in search of 
their fortunes. Perhaps there’s 
something in the old Indian name 
that attracts the prospectors.

Answer—For holy frights who 
can’t have insulin treatment I 
would suggest at least an optimal 
daily ration of vitamin B com- 
plex as a supplement to any diet 
they follow... Vitamin B has an 
effect on carbohydrate assimila- 
tion similar to that of insulin. I 
have a monograph on “Gaining 
Weight” which any reader may 
have on request—inclose a stamp- 
ed envelope bearing your address.

Answer: Well, Ethel, what you 
need is some interests outside 
yourself, a determination to learn 
something from people-and books 
that will give you food for thought 
and conversation and a few good 
friends. This isn’t begging the 
quéstion either, though of course 
you must train yourself to take 
hold of these things or they will 
continue to elude you. 

The hardest job we have to 
do in this life’ is making our 
minds behave. A child growing 
up in a home where he is never 
required to do anything and 
never forbidden to do anything 
becomes unruly and wild, a nui- 
sance to himself and everybody 
around him. is exactly 
what happens to an undisci- 
plined mind: it runs riot and 
causes no end of embarrass- 
ment to the person that lives 
with it, 

If we don’t use our brains to 
acquire useful knowledge and put 
into every day practice what 
we’ve learned, we are doomed to 
be lonely and unhappy; because 
the empty head is a culture tube 
for depression, boredom, dissatis- 
faction with life in general; un- 
appetizing dishes with which to 
bait people. 

It’s out of the question to turn 
acquaintances into friends when 
we are sleuthing on their short- 
comings. People will not go for 
us when we are going after their 
faults. They will not open their 
minds or hearts to us when we 
are turning on them the merci- 
less light of criticism. They 
will not consider us worthwhile 
unless we make them feel that 
we consider them worthwhile. 


How to do it? Why give them 
compliments instead of criticism. 
We .needn’t be clever to make 
friends but we must be kindly. 
We needn’t be learned to make 
people love us, but we must be 
lenient. You may put yoyr money 
on it; nothing destroys self-con- 
sciousness and builds self-confi- 
dence so surely as the conscious- 
ness that we’ve made the grade 
with the people around us.

Creaking Joints, Middle-Aged 
Figures Usually Go Together 


By Ida Jean Kain. 


If you will cudgel your memory then, 


you may recall that time when you 
could do “the split.” Holding the 
legs perfectly straight and dia- 
metrically opposed, you could sink 
smack down.on the floor until you 
were seated. 

And yet, today when see a 
dancer doing the selfsame thing 
with a bit more flourish you're apt 
to say, “Hmmm! Dorble-jointed!” 


Melissa Mason, versatile eccentric 
dancer, has come to the conclusion 
that “anybody whose joints creak 
believes that anybody else is dou- 
ble-jointed!” 


But the sad part of it is, says 
Miss Mason, that no woman ever 
need grow stiff. She ought to 
know! “For a dancer, stiffness 
would mean the end of a career. 
But for the average woman it is 
pretty bad, too... it means the 
finish of her figure,” she declares. 


Because what keeps you supple 
will also keep you slim, Miss Ma- 
son recommends three exercises 
daily to keep you from succumb- 
ing to creaking joints and an old- 
ish figure. The first is for your 
waistline and should be performed 
with a dancer’s practice rail—but 
a high-backed chair will do nicely! 

Position: Stand with the left 
hand placed on the back of a chair 
for support. 

Movement: Pull up with the 
lower abdominal muscles, bend 
over and touch the right hand to 
the floor in front of the body, 


without interrupting the 
movement, stretch upward, fling- 
ing the arm back overhead. Re- \ 
peat 20 times, then place right 
hand on chair, touch left to floor. 
The upward pull of the lower ab- 
dominal muscles and the upward 
stretch do the slimming. 


You wouldn’t expect that any- 
body who exercises so much that 


she occasionally loses weight from 
it would be interested in special 
calisthenics—but this dancer is! 
As she points out, a dancer uses 
her trunk and leg muscles, but 
neglects the arm muscles, Her fa- 
vorite, never-to-be-skipped exer- 
cises are for the arms, and, inci- 
dentally, the bust: 


Position: Stand with the arms 
straight out from the shoulders. 

Movement: Fling the arms up 
overhead until the hands clap to- 
gether, at the same time tilting the 
head to look up at the hands. Re- 
turn to position and repeat 40, 
then 60 times. 

And— 


Position: Stand with the hands } 


together and straight out in front 


of the body. 
Movement: Swing both arms 
backward, trying to clap hands to- 


gether in back, 50 times.
